HIGHLIGHTS 


August 27 - September 2, 1995 


Torrid late-summer weather set more than six dozen daily records, as weekly 
temperatures from the Southwest to the Midwest averaged 5 to 10°F above 
normal. Cooler-than-normal conditions were confined to parts of the West 
Coast States, outside the realm of a dominant, anchored ridge of high 
pressure aloft. Late in the week, a moderately strong cold front swept 
through the Midwestern and Eastern States, delivering cooler air and 
scattered rains. Elsewhere, significant rainfall was confined to the Four 
Corners States, southern Texas, Peninsular Florida, and the southern 
Middle Atlantic States. 


On Sunday, the remnants of Tropical Storm Jerry continued to fuel torrential 
rainfall in the Carolinas. Greenville-Spartanburg, SC was inundated with

September began with cooler air spilling across the Midwest and into the East, but no relief farther west or south. The reading of 101°F in 
Springfield, MO on Thursday was their highest since August 1, 1987. On Friday, Shreveport, LA registered 105°F. A day later, September 
records were established in Apalachicola, FL (97°F) and Lake Charles, LA (100°F). Farther west, highs on Saturday reached triple-digit, 
daily-record levels in Dodge City, KS (103°F) and Houston, TX (101°F). Highs regularly topped 110°F in the valleys of the Southwest, with 
a daily-record high of 109°F as far north as St. George, UT on Thursday. In the East, the duration and intensity of the recent heat set August 
records for the most 90-degree days in Pittsburgh, PA (15) and Bristol, TN (21). In Birmingham, AL, an August record for 100-degree 
days (8) was tied on Wednesday en route to their hottest month on record (84.4°F), topping July 1980. A multitude of other locations noted 
August average-temperature records, including Cheyenne, WY, Detroit, MI, Toledo, OH, Cleveland, OH, Williamsport, PA, Raleigh- 
Durham, NC, and Nashville, TN. 


Selected weekly rainfall in the North-Central States--most of which fell before midweek--included 4.83 inches in Sault Sainte Marie, MI, 
2.44 inches in Waterloo, IA, and 1.79 inches in Wausau, WI. Farther south, early-week rainfall approached 2 inches in Austin, TX. After 
midweek, scattered thunderstorms shifted into the Central States, where totals reached 1.53 inches in Topeka, KS and 1.49 inches in Lincoln, 
NE. Thunderstorms brought additional rainfall to the southern Middle Atlantic region on Friday, including 1.86 inches in Richmond, VA. 


Farther south, multi-layered tropical moisture remained entrenched over southern Florida, where Daytona Beach received a half-inch or more 
of rain on 5 consecutive days from Monday to Friday, totaling 7.80 inches.

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TEMPERATURE AND PRECIPITATION SUMMARY

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The winter wheat crop in the 19 major producing States was 3 
percent (%) planted, 1 percentage point behind the 5-year average. 
Winter wheat seeding started in the Great Plains, but moisture was 
needed to improve germination. Wisconsin wheat producers worried 
that excessive moisture left fields too wet to plant. 


Spring wheat harvest was 60% complete, 8 percentage points behind 
normal. North Dakota's harvest was 55% complete, 11 points behind 
the average. Spring wheat harvest increased from last week by 27 
points in Idaho. 


Corn was in mostly good to fair condition for the 17 major producing 
States with 90% of the acreage in or beyond the doughing stage, 5 
points ahead of the average. Above-normal temperatures accelerated 
corn progress, but the persistent lack of rain in the Corn Belt lowered 
soil moisture supplies and stressed some fields. These weather 
extremes were causing crop conditions to decline. Some corn fields in 
the Midwest had premature ear droop as a result of summer heat and 
drought stress. In Iowa, some corn fields with light soils were reported 
beyond recovery, while some corn on heavier soils showed signs of 
advanced drought stress. Cutting of corn silage was underway, with 
Wisconsin noting that this was the earliest that corn was harvested for 
silage. In Wisconsin, some areas reported that corn did not pollinate 
properly and that the ears have not filled to the tip, while Michigan 
reported that the corn crop looked better than last year's crop. Corn 
doughing was over 20 points ahead of the average in the Great Lakes 
region, while Kansas, Missouri, and Nebraska's corn doughing was 
behind the average by over 10 points. The percentage of the corn crop 
in the dented stage, at 56%, was 2 points ahead of normal. Corn 
denting was behind the average by over 25 points in Kansas, Missouri, 
and Nebraska. 


Cotton bolls opening was 38% complete, up 13 points from last week 
and 5 points ahead of the average for the Nation. Cotton condition 
declined slightly due to the hot, dry weather and insect problems. 
Cotton fields in the Delta and Southeastern States continued to be 
sprayed for insects. In Mississippi, worm pressure remained in green 
cotton, while Georgia reported that insects were declining but boll rot 
was a problem. Cotton defoliation increased in western Arizona, with 


90% of the cotton bolls opening across the State, 14 points ahead of 

the average. In California, cotton development remained behind 
schedule, with defoliation winding down in the desert areas and final 
irrigation applied to early-planted fields in the San Joaquin Valley. 
Cotton producers in Louisiana began defoliation and prepared for 
harvest. Insect problems remained in Texas along with hot, dry 
weather that stressed cotton fields. 


Sorghum condition declined slightly from the hot, dry weather with 
94% of the sorghum acres headed, 1 point behind normal. Sorghum 
headed in Illinois and Nebraska was 6 points behind normal. Forty- 
five percent of the Nation's sorghum acreage was turning color, with 
Illinois and Missouri over 30 points behind the average. Fall 
armyworm infestations continued to be reported in eastern Kansas. 
Sorghum condition declined across the Central and Southeastern 
States but improved slightly in Texas, where irrigation helped relieve 
dry soil conditions. 


Rice condition was mostly good with 28% of the crop harvested, 3 
points ahead of the average. In Mississippi, rice harvested at 34% 
complete was 23 points ahead of the average. Rice fields were drained 
in Arkansas with 7% of the harvest complete, 1 point behind the 
average. Rice grew slowly in California due to cool morning weather. 
Harvest activity made good progress for the week in Texas at 64% 
complete, 2 points behind normal. Some stem rot was reported in the 
Upper Coast. The rice harvest remained active in Louisiana and at 
75% complete was 10 points ahead of normal. 


Soybean condition was mostly good to fair, with 95% of the crop 
setting pods. The hot, dry weather in the Midwest and Delta caused 
condition to decline from last week. Crop development lagged in 
Missouri, where the percentage of soybean fields setting pods at 78% 
complete was 13 points behind normal, while Tennessee at 91% 
complete was 13 points ahead of the average. Four percent of the 
acreage was dropping leaves, 4 points behind the average. In the 
Midwest, soybeans showed signs of stress from the hot, dry weather. 
In Kentucky, the heat stressed double-crop soybeans and caused some 
blooms to drop. In Texas, the harvest of early-maturing varieties 
continued.

none to 0.18 in. south. Temperatures 2° below normal to 6° above 
normal statewide. Lows 52 to 58° north, 53 to 66° central; 55 to 66° 
south. Highs 89 to 98° north, 92 to 100° central; 94 to 96° south.

ALASKA: Showers dominated the weather picture for the Tanana, 
Matanuska Valleys, the Kenai Peninsula remained somewhat drier. 

Day suitable for hay or grain harvest 1, 4.0 days were available for 
potato harvest. Soil moisture supplies were 5% short, 70% adequate, 
25% surplus. Second crop hay harvest was 10% complete versus 15% 
complete in 1994. Barley harvest was 15% complete compared to 
virtually complete last year. Oats were 100% ripe with 0% harvested. 
Commercial potato harvest was less than 5% complete, compared to 
15% complete 1994. 





ARIZONA: Temperatures 4° above to 8° above normal. Extremes 47°; 
100° higher elevations; 60°; 117° deserts. Most areas drier with only 
widely scattered thunderstorms; none to 0.60 in. 

Western cotton areas increasing defoliation; eastem area cotton 
behind normal. Alfalfa 4% very poor, 5% poor, 15% fair, 47% good, 29% 
excellent. Harvest 7% light, 15% moderate, 40% active, 38% between 
Cuttings. Summer vegetable, melon deal near complete central area. 
Cantaloupe, honeydew, green onions shipped. Lemon harvest 
progressed western areas; apples shipped eastern areas. Summer dry 
spell broken by seasonal monsoon weather. Grazing conditions rated 
fair to good, some excellent higher elevations, some poor to very poor 
mid to lower elevations. Cattle, calves rated fair to good condition. 
Stock water supplies short to adequate; soil moisture mostly short. 
Insect damage light, mostly from grasshoppers. 





ARKANSAS: Temperatures 3 to 7° above normal with hot, dry 
conditions statewide. Extremes 56°; 107°. Precipitation none to 0.58 
in. 

Days suitable for fieldwork 7. Soil moisture 99% short, 1% adequate. 
Main farm activities: Applying insecticides, draining rice, irrigating crops, 
harvesting corn, sorghum, rice, hay. Cotton fields continued to be 
sprayed for insects. Rice drainage, harvest continued in several 
counties. Corn, sorghum harvests were ongoing in several counties. 
Group IV soybeans were being harvested in Prairie county. Apple 
harvest continued in Faulkner county. High temperatures caused stress 
to poultry, livestock in several counties. Perilla mint weeds poisoning 
caused death in some cattle reported by Baxter county. Hay feeding 
proceeded several counties as pastures continued to suffer from heat 
stress. Hay harvest continued. 





CALIFORNIA: High pressure area over four corners region, low 
pressure off northern coastal area kept State under stable, cool 
southwesterly air flow. Temperatures generally below normal, except 
southern areas. Little precipitation fell. 

Field activities progressed rapidly under clear skies, most areas. 
Rice growth slowed, cool morning temperatures. Harvest expected to 





begin, one to two weeks. Cotton sprayed for aphids, whitefly infestation. 
Defoliation winding down, desert areas. Some early seeded San 
Joaquin Valley cotton fields received final irrigation. Corn, dry beans 
treated for insects. Corn silage harvest active, central, southern 
counties. Harvests, black eye beans, safflower gained momentum, San 
Joaquin Valley. Overwintered sugar beets harvested, central, northern 
counties; new crop fields sprayed for armyworms. Small grain harvest 
underway, higher elevation fields. Ground preparation, fall-seeded 
small grains. Alfalfa, sudan grass cut for hay. Seed alfalfa harvest 
began, Fresno County. Table grape harvest continued, Fresno, Tulare, 
Kern counties. Good quality reported. Thompson Seedless raisin 
grapes on trays, drying, Fresno, Tulare counties. Nectarine, peach, 
plum harvests slowed, central, southern regions; season’s end 
approached. Prune harvest, full swing. Almond harvest progressed 
rapidly due to light crop. Pomegranate harvest continued, Fresno, 
Tulare counties; fruit size, small. Sonoma County, Golden Delicious, 
Red Delicious apple harvest continued. Gala, Fuji, Granny Smith apples 
harvested, San Joaquin Valley. Walnut orchards sprayed for codling 
moth; ground prepared for harvest. Lemon, grapefruit, Valencia orange 
harvest continued. New crop Navel oranges progressed well. Broccoli, 
cauliflower harvested, Monterey; planted, central valley. Cabbage 
planted, Fresno County. Celery harvested, Monterey, San Luis Obispo 
counties. San Joaquin Valley cucumber harvest well underway. Garlic, 
onions, carrots, packed, Kern County. Lettuce fields, Monterey, San 
Luis Obispo counties harvested. Fall lettuce planted, San Joaquin 
Valley. Mixed melons harvested, Sacramento, San Joaquin valleys. 
Glenn County cantaloupe harvest expected to resume, three weeks. 
Bell peppers, chili peppers harvested, desert areas, San Joaquin Valley. 
New planting, sweet corn, San Joaquin Valley. Sweet potato harvest, 
Selma District began. Tulare County's pumpkin crop doing well. Kern 
County's winter potatoes emerging. Harvest, fresh market, processing 
tomatoes continued, moderate pace. Vineseed harvested, Sutter 
County. Imperial Valley ground prepared, fall vegetable planting. Other 
crops harvested: oriental vegetables, cherry tomatoes, eggplant, daikon, 
green beans, green onions, okra, radishes, peas, squash, spinach, 
tomatillos, zucchini. Rangelands, very dry. Nutritional value grasses, 
poor. Supplemental feeding increased, lower elevations. Many pastures 
irrigated. Water, feed supplies held up well. Extreme fire hazard 
concerns continued. Fall calving, active. Sheep grazed some dryland 
grain stubble.

COLORADO: Last week brought record heat as temperatures were 
10 to 12° above normal statewide.

HIGHLIGHTS 





FSU-WESTERN: Beneficial rain covered Ukraine, prompting 
widespread winter grain planting. 


FSU-NEW LANDS: Dry weather favored spring grain harvesting in 
western Russia and Kazakhstan. 


EUROPE: Soaking rain covered the north and east, while 
unfavorable dryness continued over the west. 


SOUTH ASIA: Heavy showers soaked India's immature grains, 
oilseeds, and cotton, with some flood damage likely to cotton and rice. 


CANADA: Warmer, drier weather aided development of immature 
grains and oilseeds. 


AUSTRALIA: Much-needed rain brought some drought relief to 
eastern Australia's reproductive winter grains. 


EASTERN ASIA: Widespread rain benefited summer crops across 
the North China Plain and Manchuria. Typhoon Kent caused some 
damage to coastal crops in southern China, while heavy rain 
exacerbated flooding in South Korea. 


SOUTHEAST ASIA: Tropical cyclones brought heavy rain and 
flooding to portions of Vietnam and the northern Philippines. 


SOUTH AMERICA: In Argentina, most of the wheat belt remained 
dry, stressing vegetative winter wheat. 


MEXICO: Seasonable showers continued to benefit filling corn 
across the main corn belt. 
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Widespread rain (12-68 mm) fell from the Baltics southward through 
Belarus, into Ukraine, benefiting immature summer crops, and 
providing topsoil moisture for winter grain planting.. Rainfall in 
Ukraine was sufficient to prompt widespread planting. Winter grain 
planting in Ukraine typically begins in early September and coritinues 
throughout the month. In Russia, light, scattered showers (generally 
less than 10 mm, with local amounts in excess of 10 mm) covered most 
crop areas. Additional rain is needed in North Caucasus and lower 
Volga Valley for immature summer crops and to recharge topsoil 
moisture for winter grain planting, typically underway in September. 
Weekly temperatures averaged 2 to 8 degrees Celsius (C) above 
normal over Russia and near normal over the Baltics, Belarus, and 
Ukraine.

Western Siberia favored spring grain maturation and harvesting. 
Farther east, cool, damp weather (10-40 mm) over the eastern half of 
Western Siberia slowed maturation and early harvesting. In 
Kazakhstan, several days of warm, dry weather allowed rapid spring 
grain harvesting. The bulk of spring grains in Russia and Kazakhstan 
usually are harvested in September. 








A storm system intensified over northeastern Europe, bringing 
widespread precipitation and ushering in fall-like temperatures. 
Soaking rain (25-75 mm, with local amounts in excess of 80 mm) 
covered Germany, Poland, the Czech Republic, Slovakia, and northern 
Hungary, benefiting immature summer crops and increasing topsoil 
moisture for winter grain and oilseed planting. In contrast, little, if 
any, precipitation covered the United Kingdom, France, and Spain, 
where a lack of moisture continued to stress nonirrigated summer crops 
(corn, sugar beets, and sunflowers). However, weekly temperatures 
averaged near to slightly below normal over England and France, 
lowering heat stress. In southeastern Europe, light to moderate 
showers (10-38 mm) over crop areas in Romania, Former Yugoslavia, 
and Bulgaria benefited immature summer crops and increased topsoil 
moisture for upcoming winter grain planting. 
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Moderate to heavy rain (50-100 mm or more) continued over a broad 
area of central and northern India, maintaining generally adequate 
moisture reserves but resulting in some flooding. Inundating rain 
(100-246 mm) in primary northern cotton areas (Punjab and Haryana) 
caused some flooding and possible crop damage while raising concerns 
for disease and pest infestation. Farther south, needed rain (25-50 mm or 
more, locally exceeding 100 mm) brought some relief to coarse grain, 
oilseed, and cotton areas, including western Gujarat's groundnut region, 
which had been trending dry for about 4 weeks. In contrast, a dry pocket 
persisted over northern rice areas (eastern Uttar Pradesh and Bihar), 
reducing moisture available to rice. In Pakistan, where the monsoon has 
shown signs of retreating, rainfall averaged 1 to 15 mm. During 
September, the monsoon typically withdraws from Pakistan and India's 
northwestern crop areas.

Tropical Storm Lois struck Vietnam's Red River Delta on August 29, 
with sustained winds of 60 to 65 knots (69-75 mph), causing some 
coastal rice damage. However, Lois produced widespread heavy rain 
(125-250 mm) across the northern third of Vietnam, possibly damaging 
maturing 10th month rice. Heavy rain (125-260 mm) also extended into 
Laos and extreme northeastern Thailand, causing flooding. Moderate 
showers (30-70 mm, with isolated amounts greater than 100 mm) 
covered the remainder of Thailand, keeping moisture supplies adequate 
for corn, rice, and sugarcane. Typhoon Kent brushed the northern 
Philippines during the week, helping to produce heavy rain (110-250 
mm, with an isolated amount near 350 mm) across western Luzon, 
causing flooding. Elsewhere across the Philippines, mostly moderate 
showers (20-70 mm) benefited rice and sugarcane. Unseasonably dry 
weather continued across Java, reducing moisture supplies for primary 
corn and soybeans and secondary rice. 
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Widespread rain (15-60 mm, with scattered amounts greater than 75 mm) 


covered most of the North China Plain and Manchuria, aiding late-filling 
summer crops but slowing early harvesting. The rain also increased 
topsoil moisture for winter wheat planting, which typically begins in the 
North China Plain by mid-September. Widespread rain also covered the 
upper and middle Yellow River Basins, increasing irrigation supplies. 
Mostly warm and sunny weather (temperatures 2-4 degrees C above 
normal) prevailed across the Yangtze Valley, favoring reproductive to 
filling double-rice, but reducing irrigation supplies. Tropical Cyclone 
Lois hit southern Hainan Island on August 27, with sustained winds of 
55 to 65 knots (63-75 mph) causing some crop damage and helping to 
produce weekly rainfall of 70 to 234 mm across the island. Typhoon 
Kent slammed into Guangdong, just east of Hong Kong, on August 31, 
with sustained winds of 100 to 105 knots (115-121 mph), causing 
damage to coastal rice and sugarcane. Heavy rain (150-230 mm) fell near 
the coast, and widespread showers (50-150 mm) were reported across 
extreme southern China (Guangxi and Guangdong) as the remnants of 
Kent moved west-northwestward across the region. . Before hitting 
mainland China, Kent brought heavy rains (100-290 mm) to southeastern 
Taiwan, causing some flooding. Heavy rains (50-150 mm, with isolated 
amounts near 250 mm) exacerbated flooding in northern South Korea. 
Widespread rain (10-56 mm) covered most of Japan, with heavier 
amounts (40-100 mm) concentrated in the north. 
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Warmer, drier weather continued over most of Alberta and Manitoba. 
The turn to warmer weather in Alberta has been especially beneficial 
in advancing filling grains and oilseeds toward maturity. Scattered 
showers (5-25 mm or more) continued throughout Saskatchewan's 
central and northern crop areas, keeping maturing crops unfavorably 
wet. Temperatures across the Prairies averaged near to above normal, 
but patchy frost may have occurred in some far western grain areas. In 
Ontario and Quebec, unseasonably warm, dry weather continued 
throughout the primary rain and soybean areas, although a swath of 
heavy rain (25-75 mm) soaked crop areas north of Lake Erie. 




















Seasonable showers (15-60 mm, with isolated amounts greater than 
100 mm) continued across the Southern Plateau corn belt, aiding filling 
corn. Northeastern and north-central Mexico (Durango, Coahuila, 
Nuevo Leon, and Tamaulipas) received significant rain (10-45 mm), 
increasing irrigation supplies and bringing relief to drought-stressed 
pastures. Hurricane Henriette brushed western Mexico, helping to 
enhance showers (20-40 mm) over the western vegetable areas of 
Sinaloa. 
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In Argentina, light rain (5-15 mm, with an isolated amount of 25 mm) 
fell across extreme southern Buenos Aires, increasing topsoil moisture 
for germinating wheat. However, mostly dry weather prevailed 
elsewhere across the main wheat belt, stressing vegetative winter 
grains. Above-normal temperatures (1-3 degrees C) further reduced 
soil moisture across the region. In addition to winter crops, moisture 
is needed for corn planting, which typically begins in early to mid- 
September. In southern Brazil, mostly dry weather favored filling to 
maturing winter wheat across Parana and Mato Grosso do Sul. Farther 
south, in Rio Grande do Sul, soil moisture should still be adequate for 
reproductive to filling winter wheat. Temperatures averaged 3 to 5 
degrees C above normal across southern Brazil. 
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Highly beneficial rain (10-30 mm) brought some relief to 
drought-stricken grains in eastern Australia (southern Queensland and 
northern New South Wales) late in the week. Prior to the rain, about 
3 weeks of warm weather, coupled with the prolonged dry spell in that 
region, had pushed winter grains into or near reproduction. A 
continuation of seasonable rain and temperatures is needed to sustain 
normal crop growth. Elsewhere, moderate showers (10-31 mm) fell 
along the Victoria/New South Wales border, but only light rain 
extended from central Victoria westward. Weekly temperatures in the 
southeastern winter grain areas (South Australia to southern New 
South Wales) were seasonable, but lows dipped below 5 degrees C, 
likely resulting in some localized frost. In Western Australia, scattered 
rain (2-20 mm) covered southwestern crop areas, but cool, dry weather 
continued elsewhere. In New Zealand, moderate to heavy rain (17-76 
mm) covered the main pasture lands, with sub-freezing temperatures 
continuing in central North Island. 
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
